23 SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF

16 APPOINT A MEMBER OF THE COUNTY BOARD FROM A LIST OF NOMINEES FOR EACH
17 POSITION THAT ISSUBMITTED TO THE COUNTY EXECUTIVE BY THE SCHOOL BOARD

12 SERVE ASA MEMBER OF THE COUNTY BOARD.

2 VOTE FOR A NOMINEE FOR THE COUNCILMANIC DISTRICT IN WHICH BOTH THE

4 © THE SCHOOL BOARD NOMINATING CONVENTION MAY NOT REQUIRE THAT

15 AT LEAST 60 DAY S BEFORE THE APPOINTMENT OF MEMBERS TO THE COUNTY

16 BOARD.

17 4 THE SCHOOL BOARD NOMINATING CONVENTION MAY PUBLISH THE
18 NUMBER OF VOTES EACH NOMINEE RECEIVED.

19 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect
20 October 1, 2000.
